Adams County Established 


150 Years Ago Sunday When 


Governor Approved Measure 


Adams county was officially established 150 years to­ 
morrow, January 22, 18(H), when the then Governor Thomas 
McKean affixed his s t a t u r e to the measure passed by the 
Pennsylvania legislature creating the courtly. 
The new county was “carved” out of York county am 
named after President John Adams. The sesquicentennial 
observance of the founding of the new county will be formally 
recognized by churches and fraternal and civic organizations 
tomorrow and other times during the year. The official ob­ 
servance will take place the latter part of August. 
The Gettysburg Times publishes the legislative act creat­ 
ing the county as a public service to its readers and in 
recognition of the sesquicentennial observance. The act 
follow s: 
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AN ACT 


For erecting" pail of the county of York, 
into a separate county. 


SECT. I. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre­ 
sentatives of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, in General 
Assembly met, and it is hereby enacted by the authority of 
the same. That all that part of the county of York included 
within the following lines, viz: Beginning in the lim* of Cum­ 
berland county where the road from Carlisle to Baltimore 
leads through Trent’s gap; thence along the said road to, 
Binder’s; thence a straight line to Conewago creek opposite 
to the mouth of Abbot’s run; thence along the lines of Ber­ 
wick and Paradise township; thence along the line of Man­ 
heim and Berwick westwardly, until it strikes the road 
leading from Oxford to Hanover-town; and from thence a due 
south course until it strikes the Maryland line; thence along 
the Maryland line to the line of Franklin county; thence along 
the line of Franklin and Cumberland counties to the place of 
beginning, shall be, and the same is hereby erected into a 
separate county, to be henceforth called and known by the 
name of Adams County. 
SECT. II. And la* it further enacted by the authority afore­ 
said. That the inhabitants of the said county of Adams shall 
at all times hereafter, enjoy all and singular the jurisdictions, 
powers, rights, liberties and privileges whatsoever within the 
same, which the inhabitants of other counties of this sta te 
do. may or ought to enjoy with their respective counties by 
the constitution and laws of this Commonwealth. 
SECT. III. And bt* it further enacted by the authority 
aforesaid. That the Judges o f the Supreme Court and the 
president of the second district, of which district the said 
county of Adams is hereby declared to be part, as well a> the 
associate judges in and for the county of Adams, shall have 
bk* lowers, jurisdiction and authorities within the same, as 
are warranted to, and exercised by the said judges in other 
coontie* of this commonwealth; and that the Courts of 
General Quarter Sessions of the Peace and of the Common 
Pleas in and for the county of Adams, shall be <»j>ened and 
holden on the second Mondays in the months of March, June, 
N ptemU*r and December, at the tow n of Gettysburg, in the 
said county. 
SECT. iv. And be it further enacted by the authority 
aforesaid. That no aition or suit now commenced, or that 
may be commenced in the county < ourts of York before the 
second Monday of June next, against any person living or 
residing within the bounds o! the county of Adams, shall be 
atayed, discontinued or affected by this act or anything herein 
contained; but that the same may be prosecuted in the .slime 
manner as if this act had not I teen passed. 
SECT. V. And Im* it further enacted by the authority afore­ 
said. That the SheritF, Coroner and public officers of the 
county of York, shall continue to exercise the duties of their 
respective offices within the county of Adams, until similar 
officers shall la* appointed agreeably to law, within the .said 
county of Adams. 
SECT. VI. And be it further enacted by the authority 
aforesaid. That the Sheriff. Treasurer and all such officers as 
have heretofore usually given bail for the faithful discharge 
of th** duties of their resp* vt ive offices, who may hereafter U* 
el* ted or appointed in the county of Adams M o r e they <fr 
either of them shall enter upon the execution of their respec­ 
tive offices, shall give sufficient security in the like sums, 
in tin* Ilk** manner and form, and for the like uses, trusts and 
p u r in e s , as such officers are obliged by law to do in the 
county of York. 
SECT. VII. And be it further enacted by the authority 
aforesaid. That it shall and may la* lawful for the Commis­ 
sioners of th** said county of Adams, who shall be elected at 
the next annual election, to take assurance to them and their 
successors in office, of a lot or lots of ground, for th** purpose 
of erecting thereon a court-house, gaol, and offices for the 
safe keeping of th** records: Provided, That the said lot or 
lots of ground shall lie within the town of Gettysburg, in the 
said county; for defraying the exi>onses thereof, the said 
Commissioners shall assess and levy in the manner directed 
by the act for raising county rates and levies, a sum not 
exceeding three thousand dollars. 
SECT. VHI. And he it further enacted by the aforesaid, 
That all arrearages of taxes now din*, and which have H*en 
assessed within the county of York prior to the passing of 
this act, shall be collected by the proper officers and paid into 
the treasury of th** said county of York, in the same manner 
as if this act had not passed: And the said county of Adams 
shall form a part of the district composed of the county of 
York, for electing members of Congress and Senators of this 
commonwealth. 
SECT. IX. And be it further enacted by the authority 
aforesaid. That until th** next enumeration be taken, and the 
representation shall be fixed by law. the county of York as 
divided from the county of Adams herein and hereby erected, 
shall choose only four representatives to serve in the Gen­ 
eral Assembly ; and that the county of Adams hereby erected. 
shall at the first general election to be holden for the said 
county on th** second Tuesday of October next, choose two 
representatives to serve in General Assem bly; two fit persons 
for sheriffs; two fit persons for coroners; and three commis­ 
sioners, in the same manner, and under the same rules, 
regulations and penalties, as by the constitution and laws of 
this state is directed in respect to other counties: and the 
said representatives and other officers when chosen as afore­ 
said. and duly qualified, when chosen as aforesaid, and duly 
qualified, shall have and enjoy all and singular such powers, 
authorities and privileges in and for their county, as such 
officers elected in and for any other county in this stat** may* 
can or ought to have. 
SECT. X. And be it further enacted by the authority afore­ 
said. That the Governor be, and he is hereby authorized to 
appoint three commissioners, who, or any two of them, shall 
run and mark the dividing line between the said county of 
York and the county of Adams, in the same manner, as is 
before described in the first section of this act, which line, 
when so run and marked, shall be. the boundary between the 
counties of York and Adams aforesaid; and that the said 
commissioners shall receive for their services at the rate of

Martin Harmon, Hunterstown Chairmaker, Has 
Been In Same Business For Past 63 Years 


Former IFS. Teacher 
I becomes Bride Today 


Martin Harmon, last survivor of 
the once thriving group of Hunt­ 
erstown 
chairmakers, 
this 
year 
marked his 63rd anniversary in the 
making and .selling of chairs. 
The 77-year old crafstman spec­ 
ializes in rockers—both 
the 
big 
ones for normal furniture use and 
the little ones that make great 
Christmas gifts for little children 
He says the 
rockers 
are 
the 
most comfortable chair ever made 
He says the design has not chang­ 
ed since he began making chairs 
as a youngster of 14 
with 
his 
grandfather 
Standing in his shop, surround­ 
ed by chairs and part* of chairs 
he recalls that 
once the chair­ 
making industry thrived in Hunt­ 
erstown, “Once chairs were mad* 
in nearly every home in Hunters­ 
town But Yow the old people wh­ 
ir ade the chairs have died off ara 
none of the youngsters seem 
t 
want to get into the business,” h* 
added None of hi* own sons have 
chosen to enter the chair manu­ 
facturing business. 
At, one time there were so many 
chairs being made in Hunterstown 
that Harmon had no time to make 
any for himself; he was too busy 
selling them 
Was* Chair "Peddler” 
The chairmakers used to sell 
their product to Deatnck's store 
in Hunterstown in trade for gro­ 
ceries. and in the spring Harmon 
would buy the chairs from the 
store and then “peddle them” all 
over the countryside, 
down into 
Maryland and the Virginias, and 
throughout Pennsylvania 
Some years he would sell 1800 
or 
more 
chairs, 
traveling 
from 
door-to-door, he recalls 
At one 
time, more than 40 years ago. he 
did his peddling with a horse and 
buggy 
He recalls with pleasure a 
pair of western ponies 
he 
had, 
"They were just as good as a car,” 
he said. “and could make 50 to 
60 miles a day with ease '* 
Owned f irst 
\utom obilr 
As the principal chair -ale man for 
the Hunterstown community, he be­ 
came the owner of the first automo­ 
bile in Hunterstown 
Selling chairs permits on occasion. 
more leisure than ordinary jobs, he 
confesses This year he took 22 baby 
chairs to Ba.timore, sold them and 
returned home by noon—then had 
the afternoon to spend hunting in 
South Mountains 
But despite 60 years of experience 
in making and selling of chairs Ute 
Hunterstown man declares "I still 
don't like to sell. Sometime.' I get 
only a* far as Fairfield and then 
give up and come home Then I try 
again a couple days later when I 
feel in a better mood.”

Five election districts established in Adams county, by act 
of 31st January, 1801. 
Straban township annexed to the first district, by act of 
Itll April, 1809. 
Hamilton township erected into a separate district, by act 
of 1st April, 1811. 
The jiowers of the trustees of Adams county transferred 
to the county commissioners. The trustees to render en ac­ 
count. and pay the commissioners all the monies remaining in 
their hands. The commissioners authorized to lay an ad­ 
ditional tax to complete the public buildings; an act of 26th 
.March, 1804. 
By the last enumeration, the county of Adams contained 
two thousand seven hundred and forty-one taxables; and with 
the county of York, eight thousand three hundred and three 
taxables: and by act of 21st March, 1808, apportioning the 
representation in pursuance thereof, the county of Adams 
s e n d s two members to the House of Representatives; and in 
conjunction with Vork county, two members to the Senate.
